Except along the river banks and 
rebere watered by canals the District is practically a waste of 
vadh ‘The desert strip or Bar tothe north of the Rai is 
4 continuation of the Jhang Bir, The Gugera branch of the 
Chen Canal has now been extended to it, and the country is 
rapidly assurning « fertile appearance, though part of it bx still 
desert. On either bank of the Rivi is x strip of rivernin 
‘cultivation ; here inundation canals carry the water for varying 
dismnces ‘up 10 23 miley, popiilation is faltly’ thick, and 
cultivation good. South of thie trict stretches the Dhaia or 
central ridge of the District. Absolutely bare in a dty weason, 
hie tract produces a good crop of grasa if the raina are 
plentiful. ‘The hend-quarters of the District are situated in 
the midille of it The Dhais is hounded on the soutl by the 
high bank which marks the ancient bed of the Balx south of 
‘Which is the Sutle} valley, watered by th Khanwah and Upper 
Sobity canals of the Unrest Stray CANAL system, ‘The Deg 
orrent enters the District from Labora, and after & ours of 
beepers rb Gogera azhatt flows into the Ravi.

‘This ellinate i vory dry and the temperature in summer Ts Climate 
opprenive. From May to the middle of October, nnd expecially Mil Mame 
in June and July, the heat duting the day jy intense; but, &" 
‘exceplaon the frequent occasions when: heavy dus storm blew, 
the nights are comparatively cool. ‘The Wisttict is faitly 
healthy. Pennoni is common in the winter, caused by the 
‘intense cold and dryness of the ait. Fevers are prevalent, ax 
the majority of tho population live along the banks of the 
rivers and in he oatul tracts,

"The most important of the Muliatimpadan 
tribes were the Kharralj, Sitly Wattus, and Hans, while the 
Sikh Nakkais occupied & considerable part of the Diserict 
Hetweets 1804 and 2816 Ranjit Sith obtained possession, of 
tho whole District ettept strip om the Sutle), held, en pays 
‘ment of tribute, by dus Nawab of Behdwalpus, and vecupied in 
‘default of payment by the Lahore gover i 1830, About 
#830 all but the Dipalpue aA? anil the cisR&st portion of 
Gugera aa catruted to Diwin Swan Mal. “The Kbacrals 
and Sials took the opportunity of the fir Sikh Wat to the 
Agiinat the Sikhs, but were suppressed. British infidenioe 
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etenifed to the District for the first time in 1847, when an 
officer, under orters from the Resident at Lahore, effected 
4 summary settlement of tho land revenue. Direct British 
rule cominenced on the annexation of the Punjab in t84, 
‘when « Diatrict was formod with it head<juarters wt: Pakpattan, 
ncludting as much of Monigomery as now lies in the B&ci 
Doth, ‘The trans-RAvi portion of the District was added. in 
1852, and the headquarters were then moved to Gujera, tn 
845, when the railway was opencs, a village ott the tullwny, 
thenceforward known as Montoownsy, became the eapital, 
During the Mutiny of 1857 the District formed. the scene 
‘of the only rising which took place north of the Sutlej.  Reforr 
the end of May, einissaries from Delhi crossed the river from 
Sirsa and Hist, where opon rebellion wen already rife, and 
mot with w ready reception from the Khirraly and other wild 
Jat clans. "The District anthorities, however, kept down the 
threatened rising ill Anyrust- 46, when the fprisoners in. jail 
hiuide 4 desperate attempt to break loon, At the wutne tine 
Abmind Kista, «famous Kharral teades, who had been detained 
fit Gugera, broke fis arrest, and, though apprehended, yas 
released on security, together with several other suspected 
chieftains. On September x6 they fled to their homes, and 
the whole country rose in open rebellion. Kot Kamalia was 
sackra, and Major Chamberlain, moving up with & small force 
from Mutttn, way bisieged for some days at Chichawatni on 
the Ravi, The situation at the evil station remained critical 
till Colonel Paton arrived with substantial roinforcements from 
Lahore.

OF the total cultivated area in 1903-4, 50 square. miles 
were irrigated, 223 squire miles being supplied from ells; 103 
from wells aril canals, 307 from canals, and 17 from streams 
and tank, in addin 10 196 aquare miles which were fegated 
‘oF moistened by inundation from the Sutle]. ‘Ten villages non 
of the Ravi are irrigated from the Gugera branch of the Cuexan 
Canat, which ia designed! to water 45 square miles; but the 
chief cinal irrigation fs near the Sutte) from the Khanwih and 
‘Upper and Lower Sohiig canals of the Uvinie Suruty Carian, 
system, from which it is proposed to irrigate ultimately about 
4400 square miles. Some raall canals from the Deg and. Ravi 
serve & stall ares fn the north of the District, and the spill 
water from the Sutlej is controlled by dams and channels in 
muy places. Except in the siversin tacts, wells are of masonry 
and worked with Persian wheels by cattle; the District has 
11540 masonry wells, besides 1,536 lever wells, waterdifis, 
and unbricked wells. 

The Dire, which forma a Forest division, contains & 
‘quate miles of ‘reserved * and 703 of unclassed forests under 
the Forest department. “The forest growth consists chielly 
of tamaisk (Zamarix orientalis), fond (Prosopis spcigera), 
leailes capes (Capparis ephylia}, and van (Saltadora alent), 
with a considerable crup of mivn/ grass (Saccharum Sara). tn 
190-4 tho total receipts were 1-7 kiki. The wood is chiefly 
sold to the North Western Railway for fuel, while the forests 
afford valuable fodder reserves. The District ‘also contains

‘grat route for earayans from Afghdnistin bound to Delhi. 
The length of tmmetalled roads is 4,079 miles; of which #5 are 
under the Public Works department,.and the rest are main- 
tained by the District board, "The Ravi is crossed by fourteen 
and the Sutlej by ten ferries, but there is practically no taffie 
up and down these rivers. 

‘Tho great fantines of 1783, 1823, and 1833 all afficted Fomine 

this District, while the famine of 1860-1 wus severely felt, and 
there was considerable distress in 1896-7, Owing to the 
‘extremely small proportion of cultivation depending on rainfall, 
‘teal famine such as occurs from a toral or partial failure of the 
‘rap i not likely to affect the District; hat on the other hand 
the effect of the shortage of fodder for the cattle is most 
serious, as large oumbers die, and with the halfatarved animals 
that remain itis imponsible to plough and irrigate more than 
half the area that can be cultivated in a good year. The ares 
matured in the famine year 18g9-1900.umounted to 55 per eent. 
of the normal, 

The District ix in charge of a Thoputy-Commissioner, with three District 
Assistant of Extrm Assistant Commissioners, one of whom in ibdiviloae 
in charge of the District Treasury and another is District 
Judge , Montgomery ia also the head-quurtors of the Exe 
taitive Engineer in-charge of the Upper Shtlej Canals, and the 
Eat Assistant Conservator in chatge of the Montgomery 
Forest division. 
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‘The Deputy-Commissioner as District Magistrate ix te 
sponsible for the criminal justice of the District, and civil 
juulcial work is under the District Judge. Both ate supervised 
by the Divisional Judge of the Multia Civil Division, who is 
also Sessions Judge. There fs one Munsif, who site at head- 
quarters, Burglary and eattlethelt are the chief forms of 
erie. 

The first. summary settlement, made between. 1848 and 
£852, waa based on a scrutiny of the revenue retums of the 
Sikh ‘The main defect of the assesment was its inequality 
of istribution, A second summary settlement was completed 
in 1452, and local knowledge was then available to udjust the 
demand to the varying eapacity and resources of estates with a 
considemble degree of fairness. ‘The regular setuement was 
begun by Mr, Vane Agnew in 1852, und completed by Gaptain 
Elphinstone in £856, Mr. Van¥ Agneve proposed a fluctuating 
assessment on land irrigated. by canals or floods, but it was 
Sially deviled to impose n waterrent. ‘This was t0 be paid for 
all canalirrigated land, in addition to the ordinary revenue 
assessed at rates for irrigated land ; but remissions could be 
Cuimed if the supply of water failed. ‘The total demand: 40 
fixed amounted to $14 lakh.

Tt 
vas found that the people wasted. water, for which they were 
paying nett to nothing, znd the eumal tracts were not yielding 
their fir luce of the public hurdens Ie was therefore decided 
toadope Mr. Vans Agnew's original proprals in carrying out 
the revised settlement. ‘Thus the fixed revenue of a village 
consisted of the amotint which would have been ustessnd if it 
that oo sontco of irrigation, plus a charge for each well it cons 
tained. In addition, villages taking canal water hid to pay 
separsmly a sum proportionate to the area of crops matured by: 
its means, as calonlated by, the canal officer, The new Sobiig 
Para Colony, established in 1888-91, was alto placed under a 
fucruating assearment. Consolidated rates for Iaail rovesme 
and cattal water were imposed, varying: from Ra 3-4-0 to 
‘Ra t-12-0 per cultivated acre for irrigated land, while a 
uniform rate of 12 aitna was imposed on ‘dry’ land.

Of thik period On the accession of Humayin, Kasorain, his 
Younger rother, took prmession of Lahore and obtained’ the 
Punjab togesher with Kabul and Kandahir. tn the struggle 
between Humfyin and Sher Shah, Lahore way the miltary 
‘ead quarters of the Mughals, and nasrowly escaped destrice 
tion on their temporary defeat, Homtydn entered Lahore 
(riamphantly in 1554, being received with every expression 
of Joy; but after Akbar fuel come to the (hrono, the place wan 
seized inv 1563 by hin yiuinger brother Hakim, who, though 
expelled, male another axsautt in 4581, from which he wan 
repelled by Akbar in person, Akbar held his court-xt Lahora 
fram 1584 t0 1508, where ho was visited by some Portugese 
missionaries, and by the Engliaimen Fitch, Newberry, fei, 
sand Storey. “Hee entanged and repaired the fort, and surokindedd 
the town with @ wall, pertions of which will retmain, einbwsdued 
{a the modern work of Ranjit Singh, Specimens of the mixed 
Hindu and: Saracenie: myle adopted by Akbar survive within 
the fort, though largely defaied by liter alterations. Under 
that great emperor, Lahore rapidly inerensed in area and poy, 
lation, ‘The most thickly inbubited portion covered the site

Some time after Juhingtr's ynccession fo 1605 prince Khuart 
reaped from Agra seized the subiurbs of Lahore, and bewiogn 
the citadel; but he war quickly defeated and his followers put 
to death with great turbarity. Gued Atjim wns implicated in 
this tebettion und ied in captivity, of, at tie Sikh tradition has 
it, disapperred mieculouly bevesth the water of the Ravi 
Hig shrine stil stands between the Mughal palace and the 
matizolenin of Ranjit Singh.

side, overlooking the Ravi, stood « fofty pavilide in Use Mughal 
Style, flanked by two chambers with elaborately. deeorated 
Verandas of Hindu architecture, A garden filled the interiok 
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‘squce of the quadmngle, with a mised: ilatform of marble 
mowale, while boneuth the colonnade and pavilion underground 
chambers afforded cool retreats from the midday sun. ‘The 
beauty of this building was largely infigured by Sikh and 
‘European alterations, but « great deal has been done recently 
towards its restoration. Jahingh’s mausoleum at Shalidara 
form one of the chief ornaments of Lakoré though even this 
has suffered, ‘The tombs of Nar Jahan, his devoted wife, and 
of her brother Asaf Khin, have fired worse, having bee 
svipped of their marble facings and coloured enamels by 
the Sikba, 

Shit Jahito erveted a. smaller palace by the side of his 
father's building, the beauty of which ean ati be discerned 
through the whitewasly which covers the marblo.slabe. and 
lildes the depredations of the Sikhs. "To the same emperor fs 
dae the range of buildinge to the left of vhe Khwabgah, with 
‘octagonal towers, the largest of which, known as the Sanman 
ur), contains the exquisite pavilion, inlaid with flowers wrought 
it: precious stones, which derives its name of ‘the Naulakha’ 
from its original cost of 9 lakhs; together with the Shish 
‘Mull afterwards the reception room of Ranjit Singh, and the 
sconn of the transfer by Dalip Singh of the sovereignty of the 
Punjab to the British Government. Lahore was solzed by 
Shihepitr on Jahingtr's death ; but he wat noon defeated, and 
between 1628 and 1637 Lahore enjoyed. peact and prosperity 
under the rule of Al) Mardin Khan and Makim Aliud-din, 
genenilly known as Warr Khiin, ‘The mowque built by the 
att 134, in a Perso-Mughal style, contains in the panel 
Aig ‘walle and minarets the finest known examples of 
Addrhi or intnid pottery. ‘This form of decoration, which munt 
be reckoned among the lost wns of India, may ulyo be studied 
to advantage in the mosque erected hy Dai Anga, tha wet 
nume of Shih Jahan, in 1635, which, after being wed for 
several years as an office, hus how been racated and testorbd ; 
in the Chuuburji, or “fourturreted gateway,’ built in 164s 
by the jwincess Zot-un-nisa, daughter of Aurungech; and in 
the Lahore fort, where the AAdsAf panels cover a surlico of 
about ooe aquare yard. The panelling in the fort was car- 
fod out during the reigns of Jahingtr and Shah Jehan, and 
Powesse! a apecial interest inthe fact that, contiary to the 
-almont invariable rule it Miohammadan ar, figures of mer arnt 
‘animals are freely introduced, During the reign. of Shith 
Jahn, Lahore mint have had a eteuit of some 16 06 ¢7 miles, 
the pottion of the eity outside the walls consisting of munerous 
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thickly inhabited sibarbs connected with the eigy gator by Tong 
bazars. The people of Lahore warmly espoitsed the eaiwe of 
Dark Stikoh, and supplied hin with mess atid. money om his 
fight westward in 1658. 

‘The Shalamty garde and pleasure ground, situated 4 miles 
rst of Lahoro city, were Tai ont in 1667 by AN Mandan Kh, 
the celebrated enginesr of Shih. Jabin, in imitation «the 
arden planned by the emperor Jahingie at the sources of 
the Jhelim river in Kanbantr, ‘Tho garden vonsisied of soven 
divisions representing the weven degrocs of the Sarwdise. of 
Talim, of which only thees ate Included iy the present area 
Of aliout he acres, the remainder having fallen into deeay. Tn 
the contre is a rescrvoir, borléred! by an elaborately indented 
coping and studded with pipes for fountains. A cascarte fally 
into it over a slope of marble corrugared in an omamental 
carved diaper. During the troublous tiswys of Ahmad: Shit 
the gardeus were neglected, and yome of the decorative works 
wore defaced and removed, Kane Singh restored them jt 
st the samo time be lnid tuthles fitnee upon the marble 
Pavilions of the central reservoir, using there to adorn the 
Rambagh at Anvrtear, and substituting stnichuros of brick 
‘and whitewash in their stead.

With the reign of Aural the architectural history of 
Lahore may be said to close, later attempts: marking only the 
rapid decadence of art, which culminated fi the tawry cree 
tions:of the Sikha. From the accession of Ralindur Shab till 
the establishment of Rant Singh's anthority at the heginning 
‘of the nineteenth centiry, the annals of Lahore conyit of auc= 
‘cotsive invasions and conquests by Nadir Shih, Ahmad Shah, 
find many less famous deptedatocs. The mugnificent city of 
‘the Mughal princes aiid their vieetoys sank inte a mere heyy 
of ruin, containing a few scattered houses anda couple of 
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Sikhs forts within ite shrunken walls; while outside, a wide

‘The Sikhs. As the capital of an outlying province Lahore extly felt ghe 


effects of the decay of the empire, Iwas threatened by 
Banda's insurrection, and Bahidus Shah marched there in 
1714 but died before he could effeer anything, A. conflict 
ensued outside the walls of Lahore between his son Jahindar 
and Aztmtsh-shin, in which the litter was defeated and drowned 
in the Ravi. Under Farrukh Siyar the goreror of Lahore 
vas dofeated by the Sikhe He was succeeded by Abdus 
Samad Khany who defeated. the rebels and took Banda pris 
ner} and under his son. Zakaria Khan the province had 
‘pence for twenty-one years (1717-38). He, however, found it 
prudent (o submit to Nadir Shih, who accepted a ransom in 
ficw of plundering the eity. Abmad Shih Dummtni occupied 
Lahore in 1748, and again in his second invasion, alter some 
fesistance (rom Mir Mannu (Murnubmulk), the new governor, 
Mir Mannu war succeeded by his widow, and her abduction by 
the Wartr was the pretext for Ahmad Shah's fourth invasion 
(1755). Lahore was occupied and placed under prince Nimar, 
from whem, however, it was taken by the Sikbe agder Jase 
Singh.

Zakariya, Khity, goverior of Lahore, they threw wp the Ram 
Rauini fort at Anirivar anit defied Mir Mann, governor of 
the Punjab, Again coniered, they took advantage of Abad 
Shuh's second invasion to poisess themselves of the country 
round Amritsar, and, though defeated by Adins Beg, rebuilt 
its for.

umjual fall averages 8a inches, the average varies from 24 inches 
at Altwal jn the Hatals Aedut, to 51 inches at Madhopar, where 
11 inches fallin the winter and 40 in the sommer, ‘The greatest 
rainfall recorded during the twenty years ending 190% wus 
499 inches at Dalhousie in 1882-3, and #o inches at Madhopar 
in s88i—2. Only 9-6 inches fell at Aliwil in 18g9-r900. In 
1870 the RAvi altered itx course, ant began to threaten the 
town of Dera Namak. In apite of strenuous efforts maule to 
divert the channel, the river carried amay the Tsli Shib temple, 
‘and the town itself was only sived by the erection of a strong. 
embankment. There were heavy floods in r892 and 1894. 

"The earliest relics of antiquity are the cave-temples of Mukh- History: 
eshwar, attributed to the Pandarws, on the Ravi, ParnAnxor 
was the seat of an ancient Hindu kingdom whose history tn re 
lated fn the article on that tows. During the Saiyid dynasty 
the District was in the heart of the Khokhar country, and 
KatAnaun as twice attacked by Jasrath Khokhar. Akbar was 
at Kaldnaur when he teceived the news of Flumtyan'e death, and 
‘he was here installed by Bairtm Khan on February 15, 1556, 
tnd seems often subsequently to have hekd his court here. He 
had to retake the District from Sikandar Shh, Séri, in the 
following year. Under Akbar the Afghiins who had been. 
sottted at Kahntiwin by Sher Shth were driven owt, and the 
pluce became a favourite resort of Jahingir. In the reign of 
‘Shah Jaban the Shih Nahr or ‘royal canal’ was begua, in order 
to conduct water from the Ravi to the gardens at Shilamar, 
pear Lahote; and prince Murid’s army assembled at Hahrim- 

‘pur, the hend-quarters of the chakleddir or governor of Jam, 
‘and Kangra, for hia campaign against R&j3 Jagat Chand. The 
chief historical importance of the District, however, lies in itt 
‘connexion with the rise of the Sikhs. Deri Babs Nanak on 
the Ravi preserves the name of the founder of Sikhism, who 
died in 1558 on the opposite bank. Both Gurd Amar fas" 
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and Gurit' Har Rai were also cormected with tho District. Tn 
4710 the Sikh leader Banda plundered Ratila and Kaldnaur, 
nd tmmde the District the heailquartery of his raids on the 
neigibourhood. Driven into the hilla by Bahadar Shab in 
2714, he returned and built’ fort at Lobgarb identified with

(sarkir). ‘The country was afterwards occupied in the seven 
Xevnth century by the RAjpur princes of Jammu. ‘The mound 
which rises in the centre of the town, crowned with the remains 
‘of an ancient fort, is popularly believed to mark the site of the

‘The city wax then one of great jtaportance, and is 
said by the Chinese pilgrim to have been 3 miles in ciscuit, a 
measurement which agrees well enough with that of the ruins 
still existing. ‘The antiquity claimed for the place fs confirmed 
by tho lange size of the bricks, 18 by ro by 3 inches, whict 
are found all over the mins, and by the great numbers of 
IndoSeythian coins that are discovered after heavy min. Ite 
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Limtony therefore certainly roaches hack to the beginning of 
the Christian era, ‘The mins consist of an extensive mound, 
15,600 feet, or nearly § miles, in tireait.

made. Tt contains « wealthy community of Aron merchants 
and formerly had & municipal committee which was abotished 
in 1890. It has prospered greatly since the construction of the 
Chentb Cana}, the population having risen from 3,674 fn 1891 
10 6,245 in 1901, and is now udministered ax a *notifiod area! 

Ramnagar.—Town in the Wasimbid 24s of Gujsinwala 
District Panjab, situated in 32° 20° N. and 73° 48" E., on the 
Sittkot-Multin road, on the left bank of the Chensb, 26 miles 
west of Gujrinwals town. Popolation (1991), 7231. The 
town, originally known as Rastlinagar, was founded by Nar 
Muhammad, = Chatha chiefinin, who possessed great power 
inthe Punjab during the first half of the eighteenth century, 
and rapidly: greve into importance under bis fuilly. In x795 
it was stormed-by Ranjit Singh, after a gallant resistance by 
Ghiilim Muhammad, the reigning Chatha chief, and recelved 
from the Sikhs its new name of RAmnagur. Several fine 
Ihuildings, erected during the Chatha supremacy, still remain, 
In 1848 during the second Sikh War, Lard Gough first 
encountered the Sikh ttoops of Sher Singh near Ramnayat, 
Akalgath, on the North-Western Railway, it miles off, ‘The 
diversion of through trade caused by the opening of the Sind- 
Sigar Railway is ruining ite trade, and its manufieture af 
leather vessels is now extinct. ‘The municipality was created 
jin 1867, The income: during the ten years ending 1902-3 
averaged Rs 7,000; and the expenditite Rs. 6,920. The 
income for 1903-4 was R& 6,900, chiefly from oetroi; and the 
expenditure was R& 7,400, The town has vernacilar middie 
school, maintained by the municipality, end a Government 
Aispensary. 

SGngla.—Village in the Khingth Dogrin taAsil of Guj- 
inwale District, Punjab, situated in 31° 43” Neand 93° 27° E.

Suid to have been founded in the time of Shah Jahan by Waste 
Khan, it is fit heard of i the time of Charat Singh, when, 
together with other towns in the District, it fell into his ands 
about 1760.

Tommy, None’ of the submontane District, except Sidlkot, ha 
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4 seantier flora than Gujétt, fut the low Pabbt range 
‘supports a few stunted trees and shrubs of kinds abenidant 
in the neighbooring Salt Range and dry Outer Himalaya, 
In the broken country ut the north-east comer, and on the 
hank of the Chentb furthor to the south, there i a. good deal 
of scrub, chiefly lascia moderts and reed jungle The dha 
(Butea frondeva) ix faitly common, while the aibur (Acncta 
arabica) and Horse-radish-tree (Moringa plerysospermd) occur 
also, the Grst being fully naturalized in’ the northern part. 

Wolves are found. in the Pabbt Hilly and hyenas are Faia 
‘occasionally met «ith ; pijeat and antelope are rare, but 
“ravine deer’ (Indian gazslic) are not at all uncommon 
con the hills, Wild hog are numerous in the Jow-tying lands 
‘of the Chenaly, where they do 3 great deal of damage: 

‘The climate is quite bearable, even in the hot season, owing Ciimute 
to the meamess of the hills. ‘The health of the people ia ters, 
unusially good; but malaria prevails wong the Jhelum fsisit 
and Cheng in the autumn moths, and smallpox along 
the horders of Kazhintr; whence it i generally imported. 
Plague entered the District in 902. The village of Malkowtt 
‘wat in the same yoar the scene of an unfortunate accident 
whereby 19 villagers who had been inoculated gainse plague 
died of tetnmis. 

‘The rainfall is abundant, and the country people have 
proverb that *rain ix always to be hud for the asking,’ It 
rapilly decreases with the distance from the Himlayas and 
the Pabbt range, the average annual fall varying ftom 
28 inches at Khiriin to 20 at Phafia, 

Guxie Town itself isa place of some antiquity, and the History. 
is ely Sse: ne om es Nee 
important. “The District formed part of the kingdom of 
Forus, who was defeated by Alexander, probably in the Kari 
plain beyond the Jammu border, in July, $26 ne ; but four 
years later it was conquered by Chandragupia Maurya 
in the national rising which took place on the death of 
Alexander. It remained under the Mauryas. until shorily. 
after the death of Asoka in 25%, and aboot, forty, years later 
‘carnecindér the sway of Demetrius the Graeco-Bactrian. The 
overthrow of the Buctriats ty the Parthians in the latter half 
of the second century bedinght another change of rulers, and 
the coins of the Iride-Patthian Manes (120 16), who ix 
known to local tradition af Raji Mega, have been found 
at Mong, At the énd of the first century a: Ube whole 
of the Punjab was conquered by the Yuebchi. For several 
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hundred yeats nothing is known of the history of the District 
except that between 455 and 540 it must fave been exposed 
to the ravages of tho Whito Huns, Dr. Stein holds that the 
District formed part of the kingdom of Gurjjant, which, 
‘acconding to: the Najaturancini, was invaded between A.D. 
{883 and 902 by Sankara Varman of Kashmir, who defeated 
its king Alukhiins. This may be the All Khia to whom tradi- 
fiom ascribed! the refaunding of Gusaix, But authentic 
history commences only in the Lodi period, whan Babilolpar, 
23 miles northeast of Gujrit, was founded in the reign 
of Balot (1451-89) _Khwis Khin, governor of Robtis 
tuniler Sher Shals Ste founded Khwasput near Gujrat. ‘The 
settlement of the tract was completed by Akbar, who tilt 
‘x fort and compelled the Gojars, a pastoral tribe given to 
phinder, to setele in it The tmet was then named Gujrat 
and formed into n separate district. Revenue records have 
‘been preserved in the families of the hereditary eegistrars 
(dtecergor) und these exhibit Gojrit as the capital of a district 
containing 44593 villages, paying a revenuo of 16 lass Tn 
160s the famous Saiyid Abdul Kaxim received Gujrat as 
1 fuyél ce fof from Akbar. On the decay of the Mughal 
power Nadie Shih ravaged the District and destroyed Gujeat, 
after which it was overrun. by the Gakhary of Rawatrmxns, 
‘who probably established themselves at Gujelt in ¢74%, ‘The 
‘country also exffered at the same tine from the ravages of 
‘Ahmad Shih Dursini, whow armies frequently crossed and 
recrossed it 

Meanwhile the Sikh power ud been asserting itself in the 
Eastern Panjab; and in 176s Sardar Gojar Singh, ead of 
the Bhangi confederacy, crossed the Chenab, defeated the 
Gakhar chief, Mukarrab Khin, and extended his dominions 
tw the banks of the Jhelum, On Giijar Singh's death in 1738, 
his son, Sahib Singh, became involved in war with Main 
Singh, the chieftain of Gujranwala, and afteryinrde with 
his aon, the celebeated Ranjit Singh. After a few months 
‘of Gesultory: warfare in 1798, the Cujett Teader found it well 
to.accept 2 position of dependence under the young ruler 
Of Gujetnwila. Ar lexith, in 1810, Ranjtt Singh, now master 
‘of the consolidited Sikh empire, determined to depose 
his tributary vassal, Sahib Singh withdrew to the hills with 
‘out oppotiion, amd shortly afterwards accepted the Bajwit 
territory in the present: Siatkot. District conferred an. him 
in jagtr In 1846 Gujrat came under the. supervision 
cof “British officinty, when a sxtulement oF fund’ revenue 
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ras effected under onlers fotn the provisional government 
at Lahore, Two years later, the District was the scene of 
some of the battles which decided the event of the second 
Sikh War. While the siege of Mustan still dmgged slowly 
on, Sher Singh established himself at Ramnagar on the Gu 
tinwita side of the Chenth, 22 miles, below Gujrat, leaving 
the main body of his army on the northern bank. Here 
he uwaited the attack of the British, who attempted unsuccess- 
fully to drive him across the river, on November 22, 1848 
Lord Gough withdrew from the assault with heavy loss; 
‘but sending nound a strong detachment under Sir Joseph 
‘Thackwell by the Wazirabad ferry, he tumed the flank 
of the enemy, and won the battle of Sadullapur. Sher Singh 
retired northward, and took up a strong position between the: 
‘Jhelum and the Pabbt Hill. The bloody battle of Chilitawal 
followed (Jamuaty’ 13, 1849) & victory aa costly as a defeat. 
On Fetimary 6 Sher Singh again eluded Lord: Gough's 
vigilance, and tharched southwards to. make. 9 asl upon 
Labore; but the ‘British pressed him close in the rear, and, 
on February 22, he tumed to offer tutte at Gujrat. The 
decisive engagement which enmicd broke irretrievably the 
power of the Sikis. ‘The Punjab hiy at the feet of the con 
querors, and passed by annexation under British malo. 

‘At the first distribution of the Province, the whole wedge 
‘of land between the Cheni and the Jhelum, from their 
Junction to the bills, formed a single jurisdiction; but m few 
months later, the southwestern portion was made a separate 
charge, with jts headquarters at Shahpun, Various inter- 
changes of temtory took place from time to time ut later 
dates; and in 1%s7 the northeastern comer of the original 
‘District, comprising the tongue of land between the Tawi 
and the Chenib, was transferred to Sitlkot. Gujeit District 
then assumed fits present form. At the time of the Mutiny 
the wing of native infantry stationed at Gujrit wax ordered 
tw Sidlkot, and the Jhelum matineers, who tried to cross

‘hind or Kabul. In the seventh and eighth centuries, the 
Salt Range chieftain was 2 trihotary of Kashmls. Bhera was 
tacked by Mahmad of Ghasni, and again two centuries later by 
the generals of Chingit Khan. "In 1519 Bubar held it to ransom; 
and in 15¢0 Sber Shih founded a new town, which under 
‘Akbar became the head-quarters of one of the subdivisions of 
the Swbah of Lahore.

‘The District lies entirely.on ‘Tertiary socks, ‘The olilest of 
these are the Murree beds, which run in a narrow hand wcross 
its northern par. ‘They are composed of red and purple 
clays, with geey and) purplish. sandstones, and are’ probably 
of miocene age. "These are succeeded to the south by a great 
spread of lower Siwilik sandstone, which covers the greater 
Part of the District and contains « rich mammalian fauna of 
pliocene age It is overlain by the upper Siwali¥ conglome- 
rates und sandstones, which occut to the southwest of Riwal- 
pindi, and at other localities Still farther south the lower 
Siwalik sandstone is continuous with the similar beds of the 
Salt Range’, 

‘The vegetation of the higher portions of the Murrce 
subdivision is that of the temperate Himilaya, with a few 
Kashmir and Oriental species intermingled. At lower levels 
it is similar to that of the Outer Himilaya, from the Indus 
valley to Kumaun; bat tranulndus types, e.g. Delphiniiom, 
Diantius, Soabiora, and Bewcenvsia, ave frequent, and extend 
for some distance into the extr-Himilayan patt of the 
‘District, whose flora is that of the western Punjab, but on 
the whole rather scanty.

dintrict called Amanda, ‘The inyasion of Demetrius in 195 1c. 
brought the Punjab sinder the Gmoco-Bactrian kings. Later 
they were superseded by the Salas, who raled nt ‘Taxila with 
the title of Satrup, At the time of Hiuen Tsiang the country 
was a dependency of Kashnatr, 

Muhmod of Ghazni’ passed through the District aftet his 
defeat of Anand Pal and eapturs of Obind. With tis con- 
queror cluim to have come the Gakhars, 2 tribe atl of 
importance ia the District, ‘The first mention of them in 
the Muhummadan historians occurs iy the memoirs of Babar, 
‘eho gives an interesting account of the capture of their cxpital 
of Partiah. Ic was strongly situated in the hills, and was 
dofended with great bravery by ity ehief Hiti Khan, who 
escaped [rom one gate us the Mughal army marched in at the 
other. Hati Khan died by poiwon in 15253 and his cousin 
and murderer Sultin Sarang: submitted to Babar, who. con- 
fered on him the Potwir country. Theuceforth tho Gakbar 
chieftains remained firm allies of the Mughal dynasty, and were 
able to tender efficient aid in ite struggle with the house of 
Sher Shih. Salim Shah attempted in vain to subdue their 
country ; but in 2555 Adam Khin, Sirang’s successor, wurren- 
desedd the rebel prince Kimiin to Humiydn, Adam Khan 
was subsoquentiy deposed by Akt, anil his principality made 
foyer to his nephew Kamal Khin. During the flourishing 
petiod of the Mughs! empire, the family of Strang retained 
its territorial possessions, its last and greatest independent 
chief, Mukarral Khan, ruling over a Kingdom which extended 
from the Chen to the Indus,

tment, Sandie Gajar Singh Bhangt, a powerfll Sikt chieftain,

Rock-alt occurs at many places in the Salt Range and. in Since and 
the Maidini range across the Indus: Tt is, ho worked msersls 
only along the right bank of the river near KAtAnAcn, where 
the salt stands out in the form of solid cliffs and:i¢ quarried, 
on the: surface: Alum, which is abundant throughout: the 
hole Salt Range, was formerly manufactured at Katuhigh tnd 
Kotki (at the mouth of the Chichill pass), the process being 
almost identical with that i Europe; but the industry bas 
almost died out, wing to competition with other sources of 
cheaper supply. Tho shale from which alum was extracted 
was dug from shafts in the bill-side, sometimes of considerable 
depth. Coal or lignite of the oolitic period occurs at Jaba 
(cietndus), at KalAbtgh, Chopr, Charmin, and Salttn Khel 
(tmns-Indus), and. crops out it: many. other parts of the Salt 
Range. The largest outcrop i in the hills between Kalahagh 
and the Chichali pass in Jax Khel, It is found in lumps of 
‘various sizes among dark bituminowy shales, not in beds, but 
ins detached raaases, which appear to be compressed and fostil- 
ined trunks of trees. The occurrence of these masses is alto- 
gether uncertain and irregular, so that nothing like a systematic 
‘working or shaftcutting would be remunerative, ‘The coal is 
hard and light, very black, but marked with brown streaks, and 
often encloses nests of half decomposed wood resembling peat. 

It is not so easily inflammable as good coal; it hums quickly, 
without coking, to « lightcolotired ashy and omits a largo 
amount-of smoky yellow fame/with but little beat. A seam 
‘of coal of some value was discovered in 1903 near Malla Khel. 

Rock oil or petroleum is found st Jubs in Masan (cis Indus), 
near Kundal in tha Kbisor range, and in lesser quantities else- 
where in the hills of fsa Khel and Mitowali The Juba os 
reservoir war tapped scientifically about twenty yenry go, antl 
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the oif dawn up sent to Rawalpindi for lighting purposes ; but 
the experiment was not renmunerative. It ie used for treating 
itch on camels and sheep, and also to light the Kalabagh mines, 
‘when men are at work in the tunnels exeavating shale for the 
‘alum manufactory. ‘The hill at the foot of which the springs 
lie is maid to contain sulphur. Gold is found in minute quar 
tities, mixed with the sand of the Indus, and is extracted by 
laborious process of washing; but the yield in very small. Salt 
pette is made from the earth of old village sites, and limestone 
and building stone are found. 

Tron vessels and instruments are manufactured at Kalabagh, 
and striped cotton cloth (si) is made there in considerable: 
quantities. A particularly excellent form of cotton check 
(ides) ia shade at Leiah, ‘The weaving of baskets and other 
tticles from the dwarf-palm employs a fair number of workers, 
Waterniils for grinding com are Worked in large numbers 
op the hill streams of Isi Khel. 

‘The chief exports are salt, alum, iron vessels, ssf, coal, 
articles made from the dwarf palm, wheat and other grains, ofl: 
seeds, wool, and hides. ‘The principal imports are irom, cotton, 
iecegoods and thread, silk, sugar, rice; potatoes, and timber. 
Exports go chiefly by mil and river to Mullin and) Karachi. 
‘The chief ventrey of trade are Mignwili, Kalabigh, Ina Khel, 
‘Bhakkar, Leiak, and Karo,

in 1243 left his adopted city for the Punjab, thon overrun by 
Mongol hordes. Such emigrations appear to have occurred, 
fr ‘at the time, owing ta tho unsettled state of Northern 
Indi, During his wanderings in search of a home, Sidh fell 
in with the famous Mubaromadan saint Bata Farid-ud-din 
Shakargan), of Pakpsttan, whose eloquence converted him 
to the faith of Islam. He afterwards sojourned for a while 
at Sitfkot, where he built a fort; but finally seutled dowes and

‘Meanwhile the Sikh power had arisen in the north, and 
Karam Singh Duly, a chief of the Bhangt confederacy, bad 
conquered Chiniot. In 1803 Ranjit Singh took the fort there: 
‘and marched on Jhang, but was bought off by Abmad Khin, 
the last of the Sia} chieftains, on promise of a yearly tribute, 
‘aimounting to Rs. 70,000 and a mare. ‘Three years later, how- 
fever, the MatitrajS again invaded Thang with a large army, and 
tok the for, after a desperate resistance, Almad Khia then 
fled to Molin and the Mahiraja farmed the territories of Jhang 
to Sardis Fateh Singh, Shortly afterwards, Ahmad “Kha 
rotumed with # force given hint by Muzafiar Khia, Navetb of 
Mullin, and recovered & Tange pat of his previous dominions, 
which Ranjit Singh suffered him to retain on payment of the 
former tribute, as he found himself too busy elsewhere to attack 
‘Jhung. After his umuccessful attempt on Multin in 1810, 
the Maharjt took Ahmad Khin aprisoner to Lahore, as he 
uspectad him of favouring his enemy, Muzathe Khtn, He 
Afterwards bestowed on him a /igtr, which descendest to his 
sot Intyat Kin.

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46 per cent, In Kalowdl the frst assessment had broken vloren 
Utterly, and was revised! in throe days’ by the Commissioner, 
Mr. Thornton, who reduced the demand from x lakh 10 
Ks. 75,000 in #85r. In 1853 he remitted Rs. 12,000 more, 
and the remaining Rs. 63,000 was easily paid. 

In 1853 the regular settlement waa begun. Government 
land war demarcated, a process sitmptified by the readiness of 
the people to part with their land and its burdens on any 
term ‘The detanid was fixed at 2 lakhs, while Kalowal (now 
iin the Chiniot mast, but then a part of Shabypttr District) was 
‘astensed at R& 33,000. Generally speaking, the demand wax 
casily and punctually paid, A revised settlement was carried 
fout erween 1874. nod 1880, fixed assessments being suncr 
tioned for the Hooded lands of the Chenal anit Jhelum, and a 
Aiuetuating assessment for the Ravi villages, xinee transferred to 
Multtn District.

‘After pasting throw! the hands of tio or three Sikh 
koremors, Multan was in 1831 made over to the famous 
Diein Shwun Mal: ‘The whole country lid almost assumed.

‘but Siwan Mal induced now inhabitants to settle in, hin 
province, excavated numerous canals, favoured commence, and 
restored pmosperity to the desolated tract. After the death of 
Ranjit Singh, however, quarrels took place between Sawant 
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Mal and Raji Golsb Singh; and in 1844 the former was 
futilly shot in the beenst by a voldier. His son Mira} soc- 
ceeded to his governorship, and also to his quarrel with the 
authorities at Lahore, tll their constant exactions induced him 
to tonder his resignation. After the establishment of the 
Council of Regency st Lahore, as cme of the results of the first 
Sikh War, difteultics arose between Diwan Malraj and the 
rtish officials, which entminated ja the murder of two British 
officers, anc finally Jed to the Multtn rebellion. That episode, 
together with the second Sikh War, belongs rather to imperial 
than to local history. It ended in the capture of Multén and 
the annexation of the whole of the Punjab by the British, 
‘The city offered 2 resolute defence, bat, being stormed on 
January 2, 1849, fell after severe fighting; and though the fort 
hold out for a short time longer, it was surrendered at dis 
cretion by Maleaj on January 22, Malrdj was put upon. his 
trial for the murder of the official, and, being found. gulty, 
‘was sentenced to death ; but this penalty was afterwards com- 
‘muted for that of transportation.

Muha 
mad of Ghor overthrew them, ‘The city fared ut ill throughout 
these sectarian wars, and 3 said to have been deserted when 
the Gardesi Ssiyids frst migrated there in the twelfth century. 
From 220610 1528 Mullin yeas notainally subject ta the 
kings of Delhi, though in fact it was almost independent. 
Tn 1397-Timar occupied the city on his way to Delhi, anid 
in-1528 it passed to Babar. Always the route chosen by the 
earlier invaders, whether going or retuming, the province 
‘of Miuluin passed with its eapital city from hand to hand, with 
short spice to recover from one devastation ere the next came 
upon it, Under the stmng government of the greater Mughal 
emperors, Mullin at tut enjoyed 200 years of peace ‘The 
Arado. route from Hindustin to Persia passed through it, atid 
‘Multia itself became w trading city- ‘The later itivaders choae 
the northem route, and Multin owed it immunity to the 
desert which had suddenly replaced the fertile lands of Sind. 
In 1732 the: nominal allegiunce of Multi was transferred 
fron Dethi to Kabul. Tn 1774 the Sikhs appeared betore the 
gates, and the city was cemstantly threatened from that date 
luntit it was atormed! hy Ranjit Singh inr818 fn e8ae Diwan 
Siwan Mal became its governor, and a jist, if xbvolute, 
sutoeracy replared the confusion of the Pathan wégitne, ‘The 
first Sikh War did not affect Multin ; hut the murdée of two 
British officers there by Malraj, ton of Sawan Mal, led to. the 
second Sikh War, in which it was eaptured on January 3, 1849, 
‘The fortifications were dismantled in 1854: In the Mariny 
the garrison was quietly disarmed by orders of the Chief Cam 
missioner. In comequence of « tiot which broke out in 
Septomber, 188%, between Hinds and Mubamimaidans the 
tity was ocenpied by troops for ten days, anda pimitive police 
post was imposed on the city fora year. Large and irregular 
suburbs have grown up outside the walla since the annexation 
in 1849. Within the city proper, one broad bazar, the Chwuk, 
‘runs from the Hasain Gate for ® quarter of a mile into the 
centre of the city, ending at the Wath Muhanad Gate, from 
which thres broad streets kead to the various gates of the city. 
“The otlier streets are narrow snd tartans, often eniting in 
‘ouledesae. "Vhe principal buildings inchide the shrines of the

city is the Amkhis, formerly the audience hall and garden- 
house of the Hinds governors of Multi, now used xs the 
fakstl building, North of this. is the cenotaph of Diwin 
Swan Mal and the European cemetery. A fine public garden 
lies to the west of the city. 

‘The civil station of Multin liey north and west of the native 
city, and the cantonment lies in the high stretch of lund to the 
southwest. ‘The garrison, which belongs to the Lahore division, 
consists of a company of garrison artillery, a battalion of Beitistt 
infantry, a regiment of native cavalry, two of native infantry,

The trade of 
Multin comprises every article of produce, manufacture, and, 

tion in’the Province. The chief imports are cotton 
and other piene goods; while the main staples of export are 
‘wheat, stgnt, cotton, indigo, and wool. Leaving ont of eon 
sideration what the city requires for its own se, the fimuction 
of Multan as 4 tie centre iy tm exllect cotton, wheat, wool, 
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ilieeds, sugar, and indigo feom the surrounding country, and 
to export them to the south ; to receive fruits, drugs, zw vit, 
and spices from Kandahar traders, and to pass them on to the 
east. The Aighin traders take back indigo, European sind 
country otton cloth, sugar, and shoes, Multia. receives 
European piccegoods and European wares gonerally, and dit 
tributes them to the western Districts and in its owo neigh- 
bourhood,, The chief local suanafvctures are stk and cotter 
weaving und carpet-making ; counsy shoes are also made in 
laxge quantities. for exportation. ‘The glazed pottery and 
enamel work of Multin, although not industries on a large 
scale, have a high reputation, and the manufacture of tin boxes 
is @ growing and important injuscry. ‘The NortlWesern 
Railway workshops yive employment to 313 persons, and 
to cottonginning and three coton-pressing factories have an 
agarrgate of 657 hands.

The District 
is healthy for Europeans, but the natives suffer from malarial 
fever in the autumn, and from diseases of the eyes and akin 
Jn the hot season.

Uarygim was succeeded as chaicttré by bi son Sabra} 
aand bis grandson Mohan, who were both engaged in constant 
warfare with the Bhattis, until Mohan was compelled 10 feo 
to Hansi and Hisstr, whence he returied with x considerable 
foree of his tribesmen, defeated the Bhattis at Bhedowal, and 
‘at the attvice of the Sikh Gard Har Gobind founded Mabray im

etiewedl, and Mohan and his son Rup-Chand were killed by 
‘them. ina skitmish about 1618, His fecond son Kala sac 
‘ceeded to the chaudhniyad and became the guanian of Psa 
and SandAli, the sant of Rap Chand, Phil left wix sons, of 
‘whom ‘Tiloka was the eldest, and from hin are descended the 
Jind and Nubha. From Raima, the second son,

Ala Singh, now quit of hiv nearest exemics, established & 
[port at Sargiers, to protect ite people ayaint the chiefs of Kot 
and Jogrvun, In +728 he entrusted Dhadaur to hie brother, 
‘and tebailt Hasna, where be took up his residence. Shorly 
‘afterwards Wile sor Sarda} Singl attacked and destroyed Nm 
the fritseniion off RA}put who was related 10 the powwrtil at 
Kalha of Kot. ‘Thir roused the Rai to a determined attenipr 
10 destroy the rising power of Ali Singh ant collecting 4 
lange farce led by the Rajput chiefs of Habeara, Malsin, 
‘Thattar, and ‘Falwandi, asl the farnous Jamal Khan, aie of 
Miler Kotla, and strengthened Uy an. imperial contingent 
tinder Stiyid’ Asad Alt Khitn, general of the Jullundur Dea 
he attacked the Sikhs outeide Thrtala. “the imperial generat 
fell early in the day and his men abandoned the feld. ‘The 
troop of MAler Kotla and Kot followed their exaropley and the 
Siktw obxained 4 complete victory, routing the Mubammadan: 
forces imi taking many prisoners and: muck booty. This vie 
tory ralsed! Ala Singh to tlie position of an independent chieh 
and the Sikhs locked to bis standard. Tut the next tor yeu 
‘rere consumed in deusitory warfare with the ‘Bhatti and Ata 
Singh allied himself with she imperial guvemor of Sithind 

the chiaf of Kot, who was forced to abandon his iln- 
cipality, Ala Singhy however, soon quarelled. with ie ally, 
‘and was i conseqnénes throm: by hit lato prison, where be 
would have perished but for the selfaactifice of a follower, & 
relative of Chaity Sitiglh Iie hereditary foe. Thus (reed, Ala 
Singh but the fort of Hhaveanigarh, 22 miles west of the town 
fof Patials. ‘Thee yesrs later bie general, Gurbaktol Singh 
Kileka, subdiied the territory of Sansar or Chaurisi, in which 
the town of Patifla Hes and fortified the later place to hold 
12 
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the conquered territory in check; Meanwhile the Diwan of 
‘Samand Khiin, governor of Sithin, hud fled for protection 10 
‘Nia Singh, who cefused ‘to smrrender him. Sammand Khan’ 
thereupon, marched on Sanuur, only to meet with a severe 
defeat. Bhai Gurbakhsh Singh, the founder of the Kaithal 
family, siext invoked the aid of Ala Singh in subduing, the 
country round! Bhatinda, which was then tld by Sardar Joxts 
Singh. Ala Singh dispatched a considerable force against this 
‘chiel hut effected nothing wntil the Sikhs from the north of the 
Suile} caine to his ald, overran the country, wnd placed Bhai 
Gurbakhsty Singh in possession of it. Ala Singh thea tumed 
bin arma against two neighbouring chiefs, who, having called in 
‘vain upon the Batts for help, were alan with several hundred 
followers aud their teritoties annexed. With his. son Lat 
‘Singh, Als Singh tiow proceeded to overrun the country of the 
Thattl chiels, who summoned the imperial governor of Hisste 
to their ald} but in spite of his co-operation they ware driven 
from the field. ‘This campaign terminated in 1759 with the 
victory of Dtraal, which cnosolidated Als Singh's power and 
greatly mised his reputation, Ahead Shih Durrtni on bis ity 
vaslon of tndia in 1761 had appointed Zain Khan governor of 
Sithind j but the moment he tured his fice homewanls, the 
Silkhs, who had remained neutral during his campaigns against 
the Mughal sind) Murithd powers, attacked Sihind, which was 
‘with dificulty relieved by Jamil Khin of Mater Kotla and 
Rat Kalla of Kot, In 1762 Ahmul Shih determined to punish 
the Sikhs for this attempt on Sirhind ; and though = great 
confederacy of the Photkitn chiefs and other Sikty leaders wae 
formed and opposed hiv advance near Bartls, the Durrdrit 
‘inflicted on them # crushing defeat, thele loss being estimated 
fit 20,000 met. Ala Singh himself was taken prisoner andl 
Hamil occupicd by the Afghins. The chiefs ransom of 
“4 lakhs was pald with difficulty, and he was released 5 but 
‘Abmoad Shih: in pursuance of his policy! of employing. the 
Siktis against the Mughal power, gave Ala Singh a robe of 
honour with the title of Raji and authority to coin money in 
hin owe, name, thus founding the Patiala State. ‘These gifts 
however, raise the suspicions of the Sik; and Ala Singh 
‘ealy recovered! his position in their eyes when, in 1763, ho 
‘headed the great force of confederated Sikhs which took 
‘Sirhind. after Zain Khim had been defeated and slain outside 
li-walla. Tn thie battle the nascent Stare of Jind was repre 
sented by Alam Singh, m grandson of ‘Tiloka, and that of 
Nabla by Hamir Singh, his greatgrandson. After the victory, 
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the old Mughal district of Sithind wax divided mong its com 
‘querors,  Sithind itself; with its surrounding country, fell 10 Als 
Singi, Amfoh to Nabba, and a considerable area to Jind, to 
thie year Jind and Nabha may be deemed to have eoine ints 
‘being as ming States, and hericefarward their histories diverge. 
“The right of adoption was granted to the chiefs of Patil 
; Jind, anil Nablut in 1860, together with the furber concession 
‘hat, in the event of the chief of any one State dying without 
male issue und without adopting a:snccessor, the: chiefs of the 
other two, in concert with the Folitical Agent, should choose

Patinin State—The largest in area, wealth, and, poptt Bowne 
lation of the three Pholkitn States, Punjab, andthe most fornia 
ff all the Native States in the Provinee, though an hl 
1 Neco to Bahawalpur in aren. Tt lies moainly ithe eastern 2m et 
plains of the Punjaty, which form part of the great natural 
dliviion called the Indo-Gangetic plain west ; but its terri 
! tories are somewhat scattered, a, owing to historical causes, it 
Comprises a portion Of the Sitmla Hille and the Naemaul dias, 
‘rich now enoatitutes the nisdmur of Mohindargath, in the 
(streme southoast on the bonters of Jaipur and Alwar States 
in Rijpouina, ‘The territory tv interspersed with small tracts 
‘or even singte villages belonging to tbe States of Nabba, Jind, 
ind Mater Kotla, and to the Britis Districts of Ludhiana, 
Feroaepore, and Karl, while, on the other hand, it includes 
several detached villages or groupe of villages which tle within 
the natural bordery of those States and Districts. 
Tts scattered nature makes it impossible to. describe ity 
‘boundaries clearly and succinctly, but briefly it may be 
described as consisting of three portions ‘The main portion, 
Tying between 29° 2g/ and go" s5"'N. andl 74° 40" and 76° so" Ey 
and comprising the plains portion of the Stite west of the 
Fomna valley and youth of the Sut), i» bordered on the torth 
hy the Districts of Ludhigna and Fetowpore ; on the east by 
Kamil and Ambala; on the south by the State of Jind snd 
fl Hitsty District; and on the west by Hissar. ‘This portion 
forms » rough parallslogram, 139 miles in Jength from east to 
west, andl tag tniles from north to south, with an appendage 
Bh the south Iying pouth of the Ghaggar river and forming 
ppt of the wisdwa of Karmgarh, ‘The second block Wes tn 
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{he Siwalih Hill herween 3049" and gr* to" N. and 76° 49"and 
77° 10/ Kt is boritesed on the north by the Hill States OF 
Bhagal, Dhami, ainl Bhajji; on the east by: those of Kot, 
Keonthil, and Sirmar; on the south by Ambila District: and 
on the west by the Statew of Nalagarh and Mailog, and by 
Ambala District. This portion is 36 miles from north to 
south, and 29 miles from caxt 10 west, and forms a part of 
the misimat of Finjour. "The third block, the misdmat of 
Mohindargorhy, fies between 27° 47° and 28° 28° cand 
757 sO and 76° «7 Koy and jn entirely surrounded by Native 
States—Jind to the north, Alwar and Nabha to the exat, anc 
Jaipur to the south and: west. Lin 45 miles from north to 
out, ant 22 inlles from ast to west. 

[No great river flows through the State or along its borders, 
{he eieF stream being the Ghaggnr, which rune in an ite 
defined bed from the northeast of itz main portion south 
went through the Pawadh to the Bangar, aod thence in» more 
yrestorly direction, separating the Pawidh from the Hangar 
(Nanwiina, évhzt/), aftor which (t leaves Patitla territory. The 
‘other streams ate mere seasonal torrents, ‘They include the 
Sithind Chos of stream which entors the State near Sirhind: 
fand tnverses the Fatehyath, Bhawanigarh, and Sunn Aste 
following syobably the alignment of the canal cut by Fis 
‘Shit TH about 1361, South of this through the Bhawanigirh 
and Karmgath évkiitt flows the Jhumbowali Chole and the 
‘atislewali Nad, which passes the capitol. oth fall nto the 
Ghageat, There are minor streams in the Pinjaur faArtd and 
the Mobindargurh afsdma. In the former slime are there 
any hills of importance, the rest of the State being a lovel 
plait, 

Geologieally, the Stato may be divided into the Pata 
Siwaliks, composed entirely of ‘Tertiary and principally of 
Upper Tertiary deposits; the Arivalli outliers in Mohindar 
gah; and the portion which lies in the Indo-Gangesic 
llaviuen. 

Hotinically, the State includes a large portion of the exitern 
Punjab, belonging partly to the upper Gangetic plain, and 
urtly to the desert area: the serritories of Narnaul, Wo, in 
athenitern Rajputina, with a desert flora; and a tract nent 
‘Simla th tho Outer Mimiloyas, whose Hora is practically thot 
described in the Mirw Simlensis. ‘Vhe thar (Araaia arabica),

‘Chital (opotied deet), charth, Aitkar (backingsdees), musk Passe 
doer, gurai, and eopard are common in the hilly and the 
following maminala are found throughout the State> wolh 
jackal, fox, wild caf, otter (in the Het), wild hog (i the 4s), 
antelope, mga’ (in the dtes, Bet, Narwinu, and Mobindar- 
goth), monkeys (in the Sarwina dahil), und jgaxelle (okinkiira) 

Game birds include peafowl, partridge (biack snd grey), 
qual, lapwing, clidor, and pheasant (in the hills). ‘The cranes 
nips; green pigenn, goose, and sanchgroure ane all sesvonal 
Visitors, Among the venomous snakes ate the cobra, chithabra 
(or Auwridia (found everywhere), dAdman, ragadbans, anh padina 
(found in the Mohindargath més).

excellent, except in the Pinjaur dina, In the Pinjaur billy 
the winter is cold, and the eainy scasan begins somewhat 
ceulicr thin inthe plains, while in summer the eat ts 
moderate. Tn the Jangal tract and the Mohinilargast métd- 
mat the heat is intense in the hot season, whieh begins early, 
find the air tx dry all the year-round. But if the sky is char 
the nights are generally cool, 

“The radofall, like the temperature, varies considerably in Mainfill 
different parts of te State. About Finjuur and Kalka at the 
{oot of the Simla “Hills-it averages: 40-inches, but decreases 
away fom th HimSlayas, being pwotwbly 30 inches at 
Sihind, 25 at Poritia and Pail, 20 at Nhawanigarh, lan 
only 13 of 13. at Bhatinda and in the Mobindargath aibiimat, ts 
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In the southwest the rainfall is not only less in'amount, but 
‘more capricious than in the norti and esst- Fortunately the 
rove of insufficient rainfall is now for the most part 
tected by the Sirhind Canal, but Mohindargarh is still Kable 
Wo severe and frequent droughts. 

Patitila itelf lies in depression, and there were disastrous 
Hoods iy 1852, 2887, and 1888, ‘The greatest achiovonwnt of 
the State Public Works department has been the construction 
‘of protective works, which have secured the town frm the 
possibility of such calamities in future. 

‘The earlier history of Patiala is that of the Puduasn 
Sraves, Its history as a separate power nominally dates 
from 1762, in which year Ahmad Shah Durrtni conferred 
the title of Raja upon Ala Singh, it chief; but ir may be 
more joutly regarded as dating ftom 176s, whem the Sikh 
confederation took the fortress of Sitkind from Abad Shah's 
orernor, and proceeded to partition the old Stughal province 
‘of Sichind, In ubiy partition Sishind itself, with its surrounding 
country, fell to Raja Ala Singh. ‘That rulor died in 1705, and 
was succeeded by his grandson Amar Singh, whose half-brother 
‘Hiromat Singh also Jaid claim to the throne, and after a 
contest was allowed to retin possession of the Bhavdnjgarh 
fargana. 1p the following year RAjA Amar Singh conquered 
Yaik and Lara from. Miler Kotha, bist the fitter place war attr 
sequently made over to Jas Singh Ablawiilia. In1767 Amar 
‘Singh met Ahmad Shih on his last invasion of India at Kart 
hawang, and received the tite of RAjAU-RAjgin. After Almad 
Shih departure Amar Singh took ‘Tibba from Malor Roth, 
and competied the sons of Jama} Khan to effect a peace which 
remained unbroken for many years, He next sent » force 
under his general Bukhshi Lakhna to reduce Pinjaur, which’ 
had been seized by Gharib Dis of Mani Majn, and in 
alliance with the RAjis of Hindor, Kahidr, and Sirmar 
‘eaptured it. Hoe then invaded the tertitory of Kot Kapdni, 
‘but its chief Jodh having been slain in an ambush, he retired 
without furtier aggression. His next expedition wus against 
‘the Bhattis, but in thiv be met with scatst success ; and the 
conduct of the campaign waa left to the chief of Nabha, while 
Amar Singh tured his arms against the fortress of Govindgarh. 
whieh commanded the town of Bhutinds, After a long strugale 
ie was thken in 1772, Soon after thin Himmat Singh seized 
‘his eppontunity and got pomession of Patitla itvelf, but he 
ak induced to wutrender it, and died in 1774. that 
‘year a quarrel broke out between Jind and Nabha, which 
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resulted fm the noquistion of Sangrit by Jinit from Nabha, 
Pata intervening tr prevent Jind from retaining Amol: and 
Tihadson also. Amar Singh next proceeded to tack Saifabad, 
44 fortress only 4 miles from Patiala, which We took with the 
ausistamce of Sirmar, In return for this aid, to Visitod that 
‘State and belped its rulor Jagat Parkash to suppresea rebellion. 
Th a new: caipaign in the Bhatti country he defeated their 
chief at Bogran, took Fatchibid and Sirsa, and invested 
‘Rania, but wax called on to repel the attack male on Jind by 
the Mubammadan goremor of Hitnsi, For this purpose he 
isgatchiod Nanw Ma}, his Diwan, sith a strony force, which 
after defeating the governor of Hinsi overnan Hansi and 
Hivate, and Rania fell snow after. But the Mughal govern- 
ment under Najaf Khin, its minister, made: last effort to 
regain the lost districts. At the head of the imperial troop 
he seized KurnAl and part of Robak ; and the aja of Patil, 
thougls aided for 9 convideration by Zabjta Khvin Robi, met 
Najaf Kise at Jind and ainieally suerenvtored Hats, Elsie 
and Rohtk, retaining Fatchaty, Rania, and Sirs ay fot 
‘of the empire, ‘The Wisilon» of shy moderation was evident, 
tn 1777 Amur Singh overran the Fartdkot and Kot Kapfra 
iatrets, but did mot attempt to annex them, and his newly 
Acquired territories taxed hin resources to the utmost 
Nevertheless, tn 1778 he hurried the Mani Majra. err 
and reduced Ghartb DAs 10 xubmmisnion, "Thence te marched 
on Siiba, where he way suverely defeated by ite ebief and a 
strong Sikly eualition, To vetsieve this disaster Amar Singh 
formed a stronger confederacy, enticed away the Sialba troops 
by offers of higher pay, and at length secured, the submission 
fof the chief without bloodihed. In 1779 the Mughal forver 
‘marched on Karntl, Dest Singh, Whai of Kaithal, being in 
alliance with them, and hopity by their wid to crush Patitla 5 
but the Delhi minister found #t more profitable to phunder the 
Bhai, and the Sikhs thes united to oppose hia advance. He 
reached Kulirim, but then retreated, in fear of the powerful 
forces arrayed aginst him, 

Ii 178+ Amat Singh Wied of dropsy, and was succeeded by 
his son Sahib Singh, then a child oF six, Than Nw Mal, an 
‘Agarwal Bani of Suni, became Wasir and coped success 
fully with threo distinct rebellions headed by relitives of the 
Rujn. ta 4783 occurred a yreat famine which disorganized 
the Sate, Eventually Nau Mal was compelled to call in 
the Marathiis, who aided hitn to recover Banos and other 
places; but in 1788 they compelled him to pay blackmail, and 
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in 1790 though he had been successful agninst the other 
enemies of Patila, he could: not prevent them from marching 
to Sablar, + miles from Patiils itself! Saifitad had. been 
placed in their hands, and Nama Mat’s fall from power quickly 
followed. With him fell Rini Rajindar, cousin of Amar Singhy 
‘awoman of great ability and Nasw Male chief ssspperter, who 
tad induced the Marathis to retire and visited Muttra 10 
negotiate terms with Sindhia in persot. Sahib Singh, now aged 
fourteen, took the reins of state inte his own hands, appoint: 
ing his sister Suhib Kaur to be chief minister, In 1704 the 
Marithis again advanced on Pati, but Sahil) Kaur defeated 
them and drove them back on Karnal, In this year Bedi 
Sahib Singh attacked Miler Kotte und hud to be bought off 
bby Patitla, In 1798 the Bedi attacked Kaikot, and, thong 
‘oppored by the Ihalkitn chiefs compelled its ruler 40 call in 
George Thomas, who advanced on Ladhisna, where the Bedi 
Jind invested the fort, and compulled him to ralie the siege. 
“Thomas then retired to Hansl but taking advantage of the 
lisence of the Sikh chiefs at Lahore, where they had assembled 
to oppose the invasion of Shah Zaindn, bo again advanced and 
lui siege to find. On this the Phalkidn chiefs hastened back 
to the relief of Jind and compelled Thomns to raive the siege, 
‘but were in. turn defeated by him. ‘They then made peace 
‘with ‘Thomas, who wan anxius to secure their wupport against 
the Marsilis, Sahib Singh now proceed Yo quarrel with his 
ister, nid she died trot long afterwards having lost all influence 
in the State. Thom thet renewed his attacks on the Jind 
State, and ae the Phalkitn chief united to rest ies be tie 
‘ded Patiala tritory anu pillaged the towa of Bhawanigarh. 
A peace was, however, patched! up is x8er, and Thomas retired 
to Hinsi, whereupon the CsSutle} chiefs sent an embassy 
Genera} Perron at Dethi to ask for assistance, and ‘Thomas ws 
eventually crushed, ‘The Hritish now appeared on the scene 
bat the Phalkitn chiefs, who had been reseced from "Thomas 
bythe Mardihds, were not disposed to join them, and remained, 
freutral throughout the operations round Delhi in 1803~4. 
‘Though Holkar wes hospitably received at Patitla after his 
defeat at Dig, he could not obtain much active axdistance frow 
Sahib Singh After Holkur’s flight to Amritsar in 1805, the dis- 
between Sahib Singh and bis wife reached « climax, 
the Rimi aitacked both Nabhu and Jind, ‘These States 
invoked the intervention of Ranji Siogh, Raja of Lahore, 
cromed the Sitle} in 1806. Ranjit Singh did. tittle to

She showed administrative ability ard att 
Unbending temper unti the death of Maharja, Sahib Singh in 
‘81g. Ho was succeeded by Malitraja Kari Singh, who was 
fargely iniluenced at first by his mother and her minister 
Nusnidhrai generally Noown aa Missar Naudia, The Gurkha 
War broke out in t8t4, and thie Patiala contingent served 
‘under Colonel Ochtetlony, In rowand for their services, the 
Lritish Government made a grant of sixteen Anrgunar inthe

son Nurindar Singh, then twenty-three years old, Tt would be 
idle to pretend that the same active apirt of loyalty obtained 
among the CixSutle) chicts in 1845 as showed itself in 1857. 
"The Patitla chief knew that his interests were bound up with 
the success. of the rit but his sympathies were with the 
Khalsa, However, Patitia provided the Writish with supplies 
and carriage, besides a contingent of men. At the close of the 
‘war, Patilln was rewarded with certain extytes rented. from 
the Raji of Nabha. ‘The Mahirajt sanctioned the abolition 
‘of euvtoms duties on the occasion of Lord Hardinge' visit 
in 1847. 

“Tha conduct of the Mabitrajt on the outbreak of tho Mutiny 
ix beyond praise, He was the acknowledged hond of the Sikh 
‘and his hesitation or disloyalty would have been attended with 
the most disastrous results, while bi ability, character, and high 
position would have made him a formidable leader against the 
Hritist, On hearing of the outbreak, he marched that evening 
with all his available troops jn the dlitestion of Ambsila.

‘The history of Jind aa a separate State dates from 1763, in 
which year the confederate Sikhs capuired Sihind town from 
the govemor to whom Ahmad Shih Durrini had entrosted it, 
‘und. panitioned the old Mughal province. ‘The Rajt of Jind 
is descended from Sukh Chain, a grandson of Phal, the 
ancestor of all the Philkitn families, who had previously 
beets a mere rural notable. On Sukh Chain's death in. 1754 
Balanwati, which he bad founded, fell to Alam Singh bis 
eldest son, Badmkhain to his second son Gajpat Singh, and 
Dyapura to Bylaki, On Alam Singh'y death in 1754 
RAldnwAli ulso passed to Gajpat Singh, who wax the 10% 
adventurous of the thive brothers, and ln 1755 conquered 
the imperial pargonar of Jind and Safidon and overran Panipat 
fund Karnal, but was not strong enough to hold them. In 
1766 Gajpat Singh mada Jind town hin capital, Nevertheless 
‘he remained a vassal of the Delhi empire and continued to 
pay tribute, obtaining in return in +779 an imperial farmiin 
which yave hin the title of Raj. In 1774, in consequence 
of a quarrel with the Raja of Nabha, he uttacked Amlob, 
Distdson, and Sangrdr, which were in the Nabha territories; 
and though he was compelled by the Raja of Patiala to 
selinguish the first two places, he succeodod in retaining the 
‘att, which has ever since remained part of the Jind State. In 
the next year, the Delhi governnient made an attempt to 
recover Jind ; but the Ihalkitn chiefs, combined to resist the 
Altick, which was ropulsed. Gajpat Sing built a fort at find 
in. 1775, and soon after this joined the Raja of Patiila in an 
invasion of Rottak ; but the Mughal power was strong enough 
to Compel then to give up most of their conquests, though 
‘Jie eetsined Panjginain. Ayain, in 1870, the allies marched 
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1789, and was succeeded by two smé—Hhitg Singh, who

Hie attitude to the British Government, however, 
fea anything but frisndly in 1g, until a timely fine recalled 
him to his allegiance. In the first Sikh War his conduct wis

1847 the RAJA received a sanad by which the British Govern: 
neat engaged never to demand feom him os hie successors 
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tribute oF revemie, or commutation in liew of troops; the Raj 
(on his parr promised to aid the Tritish with all his resources tn 
‘case of war, to maintain the military roads, and to suppress sai, 
skavedealing, and infanticide in his tenitories. When the 
second Sikh War broke out, Raja Sardp Singh offered to lead 
‘his teoops in person to join the army at Lahore. In the crisis 
of 1857 he rendered most valuable assistance. He occupied 
the cantonment of Kurnil with too men, and held the ferry 
over the Jumna at Baghpst, 20 miles north of Delhi, thus 
enabling the Mert force 19 join Sir Hi. Byenand’s column, 
‘He way present at the battle of Alipar, but at the end of June 
was compelled to pay a flying visit to Jind, a2 the rebels of 
Hitnsi, Robtak, and Hissar had induced some of hig villages 
to revolt. He retumed to Delhi on Septemiber 9, and his con- 
tingent took a proniinent jurt in the final assault on the city. 
He was farther active throughout in sending supplies to the 
besieging force, and in keeping open the lines of communi- 
‘ation and prescrving onder in the districts adjoining his State.

‘Ater the victory of Tawney gained by the Britivh over 
Sindhia in +803, and the snbjagstion and Sight of Holkar 
‘in 1805, when the Nawal of Maler Kotla joined the British 
army with all his followers, the Hritich Government succeeded 
to the power of the Marithis in the districts between the 
Satlej and the Jumna; and in 1809 its protection was for: 
mully extended to Miler Kotla as to the other Cis Sutlej States, 
igainst the formidable encroachments of Ranjit Singh of 
Lahore. In the campaigns of 1806, 1807, and 1808, Ranjit 
‘Singh had made considerable conquests beyond the Sutlejs 
and in 1808 he occupied Faridkot, marched on Miler Kotla, 
and demanded a ransom ‘of RS. 1,55,000 from the Nawith, in 
‘spite of the protests of Mr, (afteremrds Lord) Metcalfe, who 
was then an envoy io Ranji’s camp. ‘This led to the resolute 
interference of the British, who advanced troops. nnder Colonel 
Ochterlony, and at the sume time (December, 108) addressed 
‘an ultimatum to Ranjit Singh, declaring the CieSntle) States 
to be under British’ protection. Finally, Ranjit Singh subs 
mitted; Colonel Ochterlony formally reinstated the Nawil

in 1903, The whole cost, which amounted to 
Rs 0/846, is borne by the Ste. A leper asylum is main- 
fained. in connexion with the hoepital. Vaccination. has 
become very ipopuldr, and the State maintains « separate 
opartnent under the Assistant Surgeon. In 1903 the 
‘umber of persons vaccinated wad 5,325.

The seccind termple of stone is dedicated 
to the Narvingh or ion incarnation of Vishastj and tha third, 
miontly of wood, is dedicated to Lakshiea Devt, with an 
Trwcription of Mor Varma, a ruler of Brahmiausr in the seventh 
century, ‘This temple exhibits a mass of claborately carved 
wourdork.
